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Rail Workers Fined $75,000 for Strike 
Allies Smash Four Miles Into Red Chinese Lines 
Mauled Enemy 
Retreats on 
Central Front 


Report Hundreds 
Of Communists 
Killed in Attack 


TOKYO, (AP)—Counter-attack- 


ing Americans smashed four miles 
into the heart of a Korean Red 
stronghold in east-central Korea 
today. Hundreds of Communists 
were killed. 


On the central 
and western 


fronts, the badly mauled Chinese 
withdrew from the battle lines. 


U. N. troops established a small 


bridgehead on the north bank of 
the Han river five miles east of 
Seoul but were driven back by Red 
mortar and machinegun fire. 


Advance Along Front 


The Allies advanced all along 


the western front, as much as 
four miles in some areas. Their 
lines were jammed solidly up to the 
south bank of the Han near the 
ruins of the Korean-capital. 


The 'action on the east-central 


front was developing at two points 
north of Chechon, key highway 
and rail center 20 air miles south- 
east of Wonju. 


A.P. Corresponedent Tom Stone 


reported a task force, rolling be- 
hind heavy artillery barrages and 
fighter-bomber strikes, punched 
four miles northward to within one 
mile of Chuchon. 


Chuchon is 10 miles north of 


Chechon. 


Drive Forward Sunday 


The task force jumped off at 


9 a. m. (7 p. m., EST, Sunday) and 
advanced over snow-covered moun- 
tain roads. 
Stone said artillery 


fire alone accounted for more than 
200 enemy dead. 
Small arms 


skirmishes continued 
throughout 


the day along the path of the 
advance.

ton reported that the other Amer-

director of the mobilization and 
boss of the whole program 
He 


said he'd be glad to consider ap- 
pointment of a labor man as his 
deputy. 


Maybe this will solve the prob- 


lem, plus some other things, such 
as a change in the wage formula^ 
which the other members of the 
wage board agreed on. 


Can Exert Pressure 


But whatever is done will be 


done with and through the united 
labor policy committee. It was this . 
committee which told the labor 
members of the wage board to 
walk out.

of public confidence in govern- 
ment policies. These experts go 
even further and say that if there 
were a new general election now 
the Conservative party would win. 


Shortages a Factor 


Why? Well, for one thing it 


wouldn't be surprising if Attlee 
had run into some very tough luck. 
Like a lot of other countries, 
Britain has been hard hit econom- 
ically by the ramifications of the 
cold war between Bolshevism and 
the Democracies. 


There is a shortage of many 


foodstuffs, including meat. There 
is a bad shortage of coal, despite 
Britain's great resouices under- 
ground. And many other essen- 
tials, not to mention luxuries, are 
scarce. 


Moreover, a large section of the 


public isn't happy with the na- 
tionalization scheme of the gov- 
ernment.

real estate." He added: 


"Many of the securities, pur- 


chased early in life, were held 
until his death. I don't know what 
his investment formula was. But 
it certainly was a successful one."

When Miller joined the Univer- 


sity of Illinois faculty in 1906, his 
annual salary was only $2,000.

roads through forests, constructed bridges, built forts and 
fortifications. With a small force of troops he opened the 
first road over the mountains westward from the Potomac 
to Cumberland, to the waters of the Monongahela and Ohio;

ing that country.

Washington, as president, was not too far removed from 


engineering. He issued the first building regulations for the 
nation's, capital. "Terms and conditions declared by the 
President of the United States, this Seventeeth day of Octo- 
ber, 1791, for regulating the materials and manner of the 
buildings and improvement on the lots in the city of Washing- 
ton," were the beginning words. 


So a great life filled with activity embraced the interests 


of engineering, soldiering and statesmanship. This week, then, 
we salute a great engineer by celebrating Engineers' Week 
during the week of Washington's birthday.

"A week or two ago, you pub- 


lished a question 
on two-hand 


Canasta," a Cleveland fan re- 
minds me. "pvidently the ques- 
tion had to do with the original 
way of playing the game—draw- 
ing one card at each turn. What 
about the method of drawing two 
cards at each turn? Can you de- 


:ribe that?" 
With pleasure, because it's a 


much better game than the orig- 
inal. However, first I'd better say 
a word or two about the original 
game. 


When Canasta first appeared on 


the scene, you drew one card at 
each turn—just as in the game for 
four players. Likewise, you were 
allowed to meld out when you 
had completed one canasta. 


The trouble was, as we all found 


out very soon, that a hand was 
over almost before it had begun. 
You tried to roll up a big score, 
but your opponent would meld out 
and catch you with a fistful of 
unmelded cards. 


We tried to remedy this by re- 


quiring two canastas instead of 
just one. This led to another prob- 
lem: in each hand one player was 
slowly tortured to death. 


The reason was that it was very 


difficult to complete two canastas 
with only 15 cards. You usually 
needed to pick up at least a few 
cards from the discard pile to add 
to your own 15" cards. But one 
player or the other could monop- 


olize the ^discard pile, thus getting 
all the cards he needed but shut- 
ting out the other fellow. 


It was fine if you were the 


player who had control of the dis- 
card pile. It was ghastly if your 
opponent got there first. 
* * * 


The problem was solved by John 


R. Crawford, my favorite Ca- 
nasta partner. He suggested that 
at each turn you draw two cards 
instead of one. 
was the same. 


Everything else 
You discard one 


card at each turn, as usual; you 
need two canastas to go out; and 
so on. 


The effect of drawing two cards 


and discarding only one is to get 
one extra card into your hand at 
each turn. 
You begin with 15 


cards, have 16 cards at your first 
play, 17 cards at your second play, 
and so on. 


As a result, you never get stran- 


gled. Even if you don't get the 
discard pile, you still accumulate 
enough cards to complete at least 
two canastas. There is still a 
struggle for the discard pile, but 
the game is not quite so exasper- 
ating for the loser.

"before the war d e p a r t m e n t 
clamped down a thinly veiled dis- 
crimination against veterans of the 
Abraham Lincoln brigade," and 
thus was able to become a cap- 
tain. In the Congressional Record 
of Jan. 22, an analysis of Pearson's 
pro-Communist propaganda, in- 
serted by Sen. Joe McCarthy, 
states that Battcher was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party. 


In his column of June 1, 1943, in 


the Washington Post, 
Pearson 


complained that Malcolm C. Dobbs 
had the duty at one army post of 
helping his colonel keep a record 
of his winnings on the races. Pres- 
ently he was sent to "a post which 
serves as a dumping ground for 
undesirables." He depicted Dobbs 
as an admirable young man and 
good officer material. 


The Daily Worker, the official 


Communist paper, on Dec. 19, 1940 
listed Dobbs as one of a group 
who signed a petition to waive 
criminal charges against a notori- 
ous Communist In its story on 
the American peace mobilization 
in Chicago, in September, 1940, th> 
worker published a picture oi 
Dobbs and identified him as "one 
of three young southerners" who 
took part in the mobilization, anc 
as "president of the League o 
Young Southerners." This Chicagi 
meeting, held during the alliano 
between Hitler and Stalin, opposei 
"war and conscription." Pearson 
said nothing about that.

The Doctor Answers? 


Importance of Fresh Air 
Getting Belated Attention

The importance of having plen- 


ty of good fresh air to breathe is 
now well recognized. And it wasn't 
so long ago that millions of people 
kept their windows tightly closed 
at night for fear the air would hurt 
them. Now ventilation, or air con- 
ditioning, has been placed on a 
good scientific basis and millions 
are reaping the benefits of having 
better air to breathe. 


Some progress has been made in 


learning the health aspects of the 
air we live in, though perhaps the 
engineers have done even more in 
working out how to supply the 
kind of air desired. There are a 
lot of questions about air: germs 
and dust, temperature and amount 
of moisture, for example. 


In some places of public assem- 


bly the air is washed, which gets 
out most of the dust particles, in- 
cluding a lot of the germs. This is 
combined with constant circulation 
with new air fed into the system 
and heated or cooled to any desired 
temperature. It is not a cheap 
process and is therefore not always

Temperature of the air is quite 


a problem and is closely tied in 
with the amount of moisture. For

In winter there is often a tre 


mendous difference between the 


nside and outside temperature: i 
and perhaps this isn't too good fet- 
us. In hot weather, for example, 
t has been found that it is usually 
vise to keep any cooled building 
around ten degrees cooler than the 
outside, providing, too, that the 
lumidity or moisture is kept satis- 
factory. 


These problems, and such things 


ar how fast the air should be 
moved in and out have been pretty 
well worked out by air condition-^ 
ing engineers, who deserve a lay 
of credit. And in many things be- 
sides simple comfort a great deal 
lias been done. Many delicate lab- 
oratory and industrial operations 
must be carried out with the air 
held exactly at a certain tempera- 
ture and humidity. 


Better Late . . . 


It seems as though our interest 


in air has come a little late, con- 
sidering how much it means to our 
health and in other ways. But it if I 
here now, and new questions keep 
cropping up, one of the most se- 
rious being the air pollutions of 
whole cities (smog) which is or 
has been troubling so many of the 
biR. and even small cities of our 
nation.

up at a meeting of the NCAA 
council in Chicago Mar. 1. 


3. Ned Irish, director of Madison 


Square Garden, called the situation 
"deplorable" and added: "Gambling 
isn't confined to the Garden or 
New York City."
